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INTRODUCTION 


Visually  handicapped  citizens  are  as  much  entitled  to  library  services  as  any  other  section 
of  the  community.  In  Grahamstown  in  1919,  Miss  Josie  Wood  started  such  a service  from 
her  own  home  with  100  braille  volumes  and  between  20  and  30  readers.  On  the  founda- 
tions of  her  devoted  service  to  the  blind  for  more  than  40  years,  the  South  African  Li- 
brary for  the  Blind  grew  into  an  institution  that  is  now  recognised  as  one  of  South  Africa’s 
three  national  libraries.  A worthy  successor  to  Miss  Wood  was  the  late  director,  Mr  P.J.A. 
de  Villiers,  during  whose  term  of  office  the  Library  became  known  as  an  international 
institution  for  the  blind. 

Its  free  service  reaches  readers  of  all  population  groups  throughout  the  Republic  and 
neighbouring  countries,  either  by  post  or  through  the  local  public  libraries.  As  a national 
bibliographical  centre,  it  acts  as  a clearing  house  for  inter-library  loans  in  respect  of  litera- 
ture for  the  visually  handicapped,  often  employing  its  contacts  with  overseas  agencies  for 
the  blind,  to  assist  readers  in  search  of  essential  study  material. 

The  titles  of  the  books  on  its  shelves  are  among  those  to  be  found  in  any  good  public  li- 
brary collection,  but  the  books  themselves  are  either  in  embossed  type  for  finger  reading 
or  recorded  on  tape  for  listening. 

Because  of  all  these  media,  the  library’s  expenses  are  far  higher  than  those  of  equivalent 
libraries  for  the  sighted.  The  Department  of  National  Education  provides  the  library  with 
a grant  to  cover  basic  administrative  expenses,  but  the  library  relies  heavily  on  the  gene- 
rous contributions  of  individual  friends,  on  legacies,  on  donations  from  local  authorities 
and  organizations  and  on  the  efforts  of  voluntary  service  organizations  to  be  able  to  ex- 
pand as  the  service  seems  to  grow  day  by  day  and  needs  become  more. 

The  aim  of  this  library  is  therefore  to  provide  an  efficient  professional  service  to  visually 
handicapped  citizens.

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IN  MEMORIAM 


MRP.J.  A.DEVILLIERS 


Mr  Pieter  de  Villiers  was 
Director  of  the  South 
African  Library  for  the 
Blind  from  March  1974 
until  his  death  on  15th 
October  1980.  Duringthis 
time  he  made  a great  con- 
tribution towards  im- 
provements in  the  pro- 
vision of  literature  for  the 
visually  handicapped,  not 
only  in  South  Africa,  but 
also  internationally. While 
deeply  mourning  his  loss, 
we  must  give  thanks  for 
all  that  he  has  done  in  this 
field. 

His  experience  as  a teach- 
er, including  16  years  as 
Headmaster  of  Britstown 
High  School,  was  valuable 
in  his  new  career  which 
began  after  he  had  taken 
the  Higher  Diploma  in 
Librarianship  at  Rlrodes 
University. 


He  had  no  previous  experience  of  working  with  blind  people  but  he  soon  made  many 
friends  among  them.  He  believed  that  a visual  handicap  should  not  preclude  anyone  from 
the  sort  of  library  service  provided  for  the  sighted  and  he  kept  abreast  of  advances  in 
technology  which  held  promise  for  the  blind  of  ever  increasing  access  to  the  written  word. 
As  a member  of  the  Vaughan  Committee  of  Enquiry  into  the  provision  of  literature  for 
the  blind  he  helped  to  promote  co-operation  between  organizations  providing  this  service. 
He  wasa  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Literature,  Education  and  Research 
Committee  of  the  S.  A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
actively  engaged  in  negotiations  to  exempt  braille  from  the  provisions  of  the  copyright  act. 
He  updated  the  Library’s  union  catalogue  of  books  on  tape,  in  braille  and  moon  type 
available  in  South  Africa,  which  is  a very  useful  means  of  tracing  books,  especially  for 
students.  Others,  not  available  in  South  Africa,  can  be  located  and  borrowed  from  libraries 
overseas  by  the  Library  staff. 

Mr  De  Villiers  greatly  strengthened  the  Library’s  ties  with  overseas  organizations  through 
his  membership  of  the  Round  Table  (Libraries  for  the  Blind)  of  the  International  Federa- 
tion of  Library  Associations  and  Institutions,  which  entailed  visits  to  Brussels,  Copenhagen 
and  Boston.  Through  this  Committee  he  made  a great  contribution  towards  improved 
bibliographic  co-operation  and  standardisation.  He  was  also  a most  effective  and  valuable 
collaborator  on  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind’s  Committee  of  Cultural 
Affairs. 

Being  a keen  reader,  his  wide  knowledge  made  him  a most  interesting  companion.  He  was 
a natural  leader  and  radiated  quiet  friendship,  having  genuine  interest  in  the  happiness  of 
others.  His  kindness,  understanding,  patience  and  modesty  endeared  him  to  all  who  knew 
him.  He  is  remembered  with  affection  and  gratitude  by  many  people,  both  in  South 
Africa  and  overseas. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 
1st  April  1980  - 31st  March  1981 

GENERAL 

Tlie  year  under  review  has  been  a sad  one  for  the  Library  owing  to  the  death  on  1 5th  Oc- 
tober of  its  much-loved  Director,  Mr  P.  J.  A.  de  Villiers.  We  also  record  with  regret  the 
death  of  the  Hon.  Mr  Justice  Addleson,  a Patron  whose  interest  in  the  Library  was  much 
appreciated. 

The  Speaker  at  the  annual  meeting  was  Prof.  T.  Pauw,  a member  of  the  Library  Council, 
Chairman  of  the  S.  A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind  and  a recent  recipient  of  the  State 
President’s  Award  for  service  to  his  country.  He  gave  a most  interesting  address  on  “Books 
and  BUndness”.  He  pointed  out  that  living,  and  therefore  reading,  according  to  personal 
tastes  within  the  limit  of  the  law,  as  other  people  do,  is  not  merely  a privilege  but  a right 
to  which  the  blind  are  entitled.  Every  effort  should  therefore  be  made  to  give  them  access 
to  whatever  printed  books  they  choose. 

After  considerable  delay,  the  repairs  and  alterations  to  the  adjoining  building  have  just 
started,  so  hopefully,  the  building  will  be  usable  within  a few  months.  The  additional 
space  will  be  a great  advantage. 

Mr  De  Villiers  attended  the  Helen  Keller  Centenary  Congress  in  Boston  in  June  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  Library  and  the  S.  A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind.  He  was  particularly 
impressed  by  the  main  speaker  at  the  opening  session,  Mr  Eric  Boulter,  Director-General 
of  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  who  spoke  movingly  of  Helen  Keller  and 
how  the  quality  of  her  splendid  intellect,  sterling  character  and  shining  example  inspired 
handicapped  people.  The  array  of  displays  ranged  from  educational  toys  and  games  to 
very  sophisticated  electronic  reading  and  vocational-aid  devices.  The  Elinfa  (French), 
Versabraille  (American),  Braillex  (German)  and  Rose  Braille  Display  (American)  braille- 
from-tape  readers  may  prove  to  be  very  useful  aids.  The  latter  displays  a full  page  of 
braille  at  a time.  The  Kurzweil  print-to-speech  machine  is  being  improved  and  is  under- 
going tests  in  several  countries,  including  South  Africa.  The  present  high  cost  of  all  these 
machines  severely  limits  their  availability' for  most  blind  people,  but  the  cost  should  de- 
crease very  considerably  with  increased  production. 

During  the  Congress,  Mr  De  Villiers  attended  meetings  of  the  International  Federation  of 
Library  Associations  and  Institutions’  Round  Table  of  Libraries  for  the  Blind.  Subjects 
discussed  included  copyright,  the  publication  of  a directory  covering  agencies  producing 
and  circulating  reading  matter  for  the  blind  throughout  the  world,  computerised  book 
circulation,  postal  regulations  and  the  exchange  of  bibliographic  information. Ms  D.  Nowill, 
President  of  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  (herself  a user  of  braille  and 
tape)  was  present  at  some  sessions  and  it  was  agreed  that  it  was  essential  for  the  two  orga- 
nizations to  co-operate. 

The  work  of  the  Library  was  recognised  by  the  Grahamstown  Branch  of  Rotary  Interna- 
tional by  the  gift  of  Awards  to  Miss  A.  Newby  (voluntary  transcriber)  and  Miss  E.M.  Spur- 
ling  (retired  librarian).  The  great  interest  taken  by  Rotary  in  this  work  dates  back  almost 
to  the  Library’s  foundation  by  Miss  Josie  Wood.  The  help  of  Rotarians  over  all  these  years 
is  gratefully  recorded. 

Mr  Donald  Schauder,  Director  from  1969  to  1973  and  now  living  in  Australia,  visited  the 
Library  in  January  and  supplied  interesting  information  about  the  provision  of  literature 
for  the  visually  handicapped  in  that  country. 

The  work  of  the  Library  entails  contact  with  many  individuals  and  organizations  and  we 
are  grateful  to  all  for  their  co-operation.  Without  the  efficient  services  of  the  Post  Office 
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staff  tluoughout  the  country,  our  readers  would  remain  bookless.  We  acknowledp  grate- 
fully the  help  and  advice  given  by  officials  of  the  Department  of  National  Education.  The 
S A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind  and  its  affiliated  societies,  public  libraries,  St  Dun- 
stan’s,  the  Lighthouse  Club  in  Cape  Town,  Mr  and  Mrs  C.  Porter  of  Pietermaritzburg  and 
many  others  have  introduced  readers  to  us  and  help  them  in  various  ways.  The  librarians 
and  staff  of  Rhodes  University  Library  and  the  Grahamstown  Public  and  Regional  Libra- 
ries are  all  very  co-operative.  Grateful  acknowledgement  of  help  received  goes  to  the 
Standard  Bank,  Barclay’s  Bank,  Grocott  and  Sherry,  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester. 
Braille  Services,  Tape  Aids  for  the  Blind,  British  Talking  Book  Services,  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  the  National  Library  Service  for  the  Blind  of  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, Recording  for  the  Blind  Inc.,  the  National  Braille  Association,  Milwaukee  Public 
Library,  Nederlandsche  Blindenbibliotheek,  Blindenbibliotheek  le  Sage  ten  Broek  and 
the  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind. 

We  are  very  glad  to  welcome  Mr  N.  J.  Snyman  as  Director.  His  experience  in  the  library 
of  the  University  of  the  Orange  Free  State  and  in  the  City  Library  at  Alberton  will  be 
valuable  in  his  new  work.  He  has  taken  over  at  an  exciting  time,  with  the  prospect  of  en- 
larged premises,  new  inventions  to  facilitate  reading,  fresh  fields  of  international  co- 
operation. May  the  Library  enjoy  many  happy  years  of  progress  under  his  directorship. 

STAFF  NEWS 

Miss  Mary  Spurling,  after  so  many  years  of  devoted  service,  decided  she  needed  a rest  and 
retired  on  the  31st  May  1980.  After  only  a very  short  rest  though,  she  came  to  help  out 
when  the  late  director,  Mr  P.  J.  A.  de  ViUiers  passed  away  on  the  15  th  October  1980. 

Mrs  T.  Davies,  head  of  the  bibliographic  and  braille  department,  left  the  Library  on  the 
30  th  November  to  go  to  Australia  and  Mrs  L.  Schafer  took  over. 

Mr  Q.  Otto  Joined  the  staff  of  the  National  English  Literary  Museum  and  was  replaced  by 
Mrs  C.  van  Wijk  who  came  from  Stellenbosch  University  Library. 

Another  old-timer.  Miss  B.  Levick,  after  serving  the  library  for  43  years  retired  but  did  not 
say  goodbye,  as  she  is  still  repairing  the  braille  postal  bags  for  the  braille  department. 
Mrs  M.  Riddin  joined  the  Library  staff  in  the  place  of  Miss  Levick. 

Mrs  F.  Tremaine  was  replaced  by  Mrs  A.  Waugh  at  the  reception  desk  and  Mrs  M.  Hoare 
joined  the  tape  section  when  Mrs  C.  van  der  Merwe  left. 

TAPE  DEPARTMENT 

The  demand  for  our  cassettes  is  still  very  high  and  the  Tape  Department  has  been  kept 
extremely  busy  throughout  the  year.  Modern  health  services  and  the  advance  in  medical 
science  have  resulted  in  an  increased  life  expectancy  for  all,  with  the  result  that  there  is 
an  ever-increasing  percentage  of  older  people.  Unfortunately  this  ageing  process  brings 
certain  disabilities,  among  them  defects  of  vision,  so  that  an  increasing  number  of  people 
who  need  special  format  reading  matter,  are  older  persons.  During  the  year,  one  of  our 
readers  celebrated  his  100th  birthday  and  is  still  enjoying  his  “talking  books”  while  many 
are  well  in  their  nineties.  Several  public  libraries  co-operate  with  us  and  we  do  appreciate 
their  assistance.  Being  in  touch  with  sighted  readers,  they  realise  when  a reader  is  no  longer 
able  to  manage  the  large  print  books  and  they  then  contact  us  for  service.  In  many  cases, 
the  players  and  cassettes  are  sent  directly  to  the  Librarians,  who  call  on  the  prospective 
readers  and  demonstrate  the  operation  of  the  players  and  this  helps  to  instil  confidence 
and  get  the  new  readers  off  to  a good  start.  Thereafter,  we  are  able  to  take  over  and  send 
the  cassettes  directly.  This  personal  assistance  and  encouragement  at  the  beginning,  makes 
all  the  difference  and  is  appreciated,  not  only  by  us,  but  also  by  the  new  readers. 

During  the  year  eleven  servicemen  received  cassettes  while  undergoing  treatment  in  the 
Military  Hospital  and,  while  this  brought  home  to  us  the  hard  facts  and  realism  of  what  is 
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happening  on  our  borders,  we  were  pleased  to  feel  that  we  were  able  to  help  in  some  small 
way.  Three  of  these  servicemen  have  now  joined  our  tape  department  and  receive  cassettes 
regularly . 

We  are  very  pleased  to  make  it  known  that  we  now  have  a supply  of  the  Variable  Speed 
2048U  players  and  look  forward  to  being  able  to  introduce  our  service  to  those  who  live 
on  farms  and  do  not  have  access  to  220V  A.  C.  or  have  it  at  night  only.  These  players 
will  make  it  possible  for  these  people  to  join  our  Library  too  as  they  can  be  operated  from 
the  mains  supply  or  from  the  built-in  rechargeable  batteries  which  should  give  up  to  20 
hours  reading  time,  provided  the  built-in  battery  is  regularly  put  on  charge.  When  there 
is  no  access  to  a power  supply,  the  players  can  be  operated  from  a 12-volt  car  battery 
which  can  be  kept  charged  by  interchanging  it  with  one  in  a vehicle.  This  should  open  up  a 
whole  new  world  for  those  who  up  till  now,  have  not  been  able  to  enjoy  our  cassettes. 
Unfortunately  these  players  are  still  rather  expensive  and  are  sold  for  R200,00  complete 
with  battery  and  R1  57,00  without  built-in  battery  (for  use  with  12-volt  battery  or  mains 
supply). 

In  view  of  the  economic  situation,  a greater  number  of  our  readers  require  players  on 
loan  and  we  are  extremely  grateful  to  those  who  have  made  players  available  to  us  and 
would  like  to  mention  especially  that  the  Victoria  League,  Rondebosch,  have  added  33 
players  to  our  loan  list  and  the  Lady  Jackman  Trust,  5.  In  addition,  a number  of  people 
have  donated  players  in  memory  of  relatives  — a list  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report. 
We  are  very  grateful  to  the  following  for  making  donations  enabling  us  to  provide  more

TECHNICAL  DEPARTMENT 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  sighted  friends  in  several  places  who  are  able  and  willing  to 
assist  our  readers  with  problems.  This  has  been  a means  of  saving  readers’  time  waiting  for 
players  to  be  repaired  and  returned  to  them. 

Among  those  who  are  giving  a lot  of  voluntary  aid  to  readers  are  Mr  G.  Levey  of  Pretoria, 
Mr  T.  Cass  of  East  London,  Mr  C.  Oosterberg  of  Cape  Town,  Mr  C.  Porter  and  Messrs  Cor- 
nell Radio,  both  of  Pietermaritzburg  — to  these  helpers  our  sincere  thanks. 

Unfortunately  some  players  get  into  the  hands  of  people  who  are  not  familiar  with  the 
mechanics  of  these  special  machines.  Often  more  damage  is  caused  resulting  in  the  even- 
tual return  of  the  machines  to  this  department  where  the  damage  has  to  be  undone  before 
correcting  the  original  fault. 
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This  department,  apart  from  repairing  machines  sent  in  by  readers,  has  to  maintain  all 
equipment  used  in  duplicating  tapes  for  our  readers.  This  was  originally  a part-time  job, 
but  it  has  now  become  a full-time  occupation. 

Mr  Ron  Levey,  our  technician,  has  been  doing  this  work  for  us  since  the  start  of  our  “Tal- 
king Book”  section  in  1961 . 

BRAILLE  AND  MOON  DEPARTMENT 

A review  of  the  Moon  book  supply  brought  to  the  fore  a large  number  of  redundant  books, 
especially  second  and  third  copies  and  on  careful  consideration,  it  was  decided  to  replace 
them  with  a new  and  fresh  supply  of  books.  Two  factors  which  prompted  this  decision 
were  the  dwindling  number  of  Moon  readers  and  the  acute  lack  of  storage  space.  At  the 
same  time  it  was  decided  to  weed  out  all  the  worn  and  obsolete  stock  in  preparation  for 
a new  catalogue  of  Moon  Grade  1 and  2 books.  Moon  books  are  obtainable  free  of  charge 
from  the  Moon  Institute  of  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  England.  Thus,  re- 
placing old  stock  poses  no  problem  at  all.  Many  of  the  Moon  books  which  the  Library  did 
not  require  any  longer  were  sent  to  the  Dorothy  Duncan  Centre  in  Zimbabwe  where  there 
are  quite  a number  of  Moon  readers. 

Obtaining  Afrikaans  books  in  braille  still  poses  a problem  as  we  are  not  able  to  get  books 
fast  enough  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  some  of  our  readers  of  long  standing.  Also  with  the 
escalating  cost  of  braille  books  produced  locally  (from  R1 5 to  R245  per  volume),  we  will 
have  to  think  carefully  in  future  before  ordering  as  many  as  we  have  been  able  to  in  the 
past. 

The  Bantu  languages  section,  fortunately,  was  well  stocked  in  the  past  year  with  books  in 
Xhosa,  Northern  and  Southern  Sotho,  Zulu  and  Tswana.  The  number  of  adult  readers 
continues  to  increase  with  more  and  more  blind  people  writing  to  us,  especially  from 
Zimbabwe,  although  the  number  of  individual  pupils  at  schools  getting  books  has  drop- 
ped. 

We  were  fortunate  to  be  able  to  add  quite  a large  number  of  English  titles  to  our  existing 
stock  by  buying  from  England,  locally  and  through  the  hard  work  of  our  voluntary  tran- 
scribers. We  were  also  very  fortunate  to  receive  a large  number  of  books  as  gifts  from  in- 
stitutions such  as  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind,  Boston  and  also  from  numerous  individuals. 
Mrs  U.  Bruce  suggested  that  we  start  a special  collection  of  braille  books  in  memory  of 
Mr  P.  J.  A.  de  Villiers  to  be  called  the  “Pieter  de  Villiers  Collection”  and  kindly  donated 
some  Shakespeare  plays  to  get  the  collection  going. 

Block  loans  (i.e.  books  in  bulk)  were  made  to  the  following  institutions: 

St  Joseph’s  in  Swaziland;  St  Catherine’s  and  the  Maseru  Resource  Centre,  both  in  Lesotho. 
The  Library  continues  to  serve  braille  readers  in  Zimbabwe,  South  West  Africa,  Lesotho, 
Zambia,  Malawi,  Mauritius,  as  well  as  all  over  South  Africa.

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BIBLIOGRAPHIC  DEPARTMENT 


A new  catalogue  of  braille  books  in  Afrikaans  up  to  June  1980  was  produced.  Unfortu- 
nately, due  to  unforseen  delays,  as  well  as  the  Christmas  rush,  the  catalogue  was  only  ready 
for  circulation  at  the  beginning  of  February.  The  response  to  the  catalogue  was  good  and 
the  braille  copies  of  the  catalogue  have  been  in  great  demand.  Accessions  Usts  for  Mark  IV 
cassettes  were  produced  for  books  in  English  up  to  December  1980  and  Afrikaans  books 
up  to  February  1981 , as  well  as  an  accessions  list  of  braille  books  in  Enghsh  up  to  Octo- 
ber 1980.  For  the  first  time  a separate  catalogue  of  student  tapes  has  been  brought  out 
rather  than  have  them  included  in  the  Mark  IV  catalogues  as  in  the  past. 

Due  to  the  increased  demand  by  students  for  taped  material  from  overseas,  it  was  de- 
cided to  add  another  six  Telex  4-track  players  to  our  existing  stock  of  three.  The  acquisi- 
tion of  these  players  has  proved  to  be  most  successful  as  they  serve  a dual  purpose  in  that, 
in  addition  to  being  used  by  students  for  study  material,  some  of  our  readers  are  now  able 
to  listen  to  the  Journal  of  Visual  Impairment,  formerly  in  braille  but  now  also  on  ta- 
pes of  the  new  15/16  inch  per  second,  4-track  C90  cassette  format.  A large  number  of 
students  requested  material  either  in  braille  or  on  tape  and  what  we  could  not  supply 
from  our  own  stock,  we  tried  to  trace  elsewhere  in  South  Africa,  or  finally,  overseas.  The 
overseas  loans  were  obtained  from  England,  America  and  the  Netherlands. 

BRAILLE  TRANSCRIPTION  DEPARTMENT 

Two  of  our  candidates  passed  the  Transcriber’s  Examination  set  by  the  S.A.  National 
Council  for  the  Blind,  and  are  now  busy  on  their  first  books:  Mrs  Cindy  Allen  and  Mrs 
Anita  Hugo.  Mrs  Jean  Rossouw  has  been  awarded  the  Proof-reader’s  Certificate  by  the 
S.A.N.C.B.  after  being  trained  as  a proof-reader  by  Mrs  Ursula  Bruce.  Our  congratulations 
to  these  three  transcribers. 

Unfortunately  Mrs  B.  Banning,  Mrs  E.  A.  Graham,  and  Miss  M.  C.  McCullough  have  had 
to  give  up  transcription.  Mrs  Judy  Barritt  has  moved  to  Durban  from  Salisbury  and  will 
soon  be  hard  at  work  again.  Mrs  A.  Horwitz  has  emigrated  to  Israel  and  therefore  had  to 
give  up  braille.  We  wish  both  her  and  Mrs  Barritt  only  the  best  in  their  new  homes. 

In  February  this  year  1 1 of  our  voluntary  transcribers  were  commended  by  the  Council 
of  the  Library  for  the  work  they  have  done  since  starting  transcription:  Mrs  L.  Ashton 
(114  volumes);  Mrs  J.  Barritt  (117  volumes);  Mrs  N.  Brien  (59  volumes);  Mrs  R.  Gee  (96 
volumes);  Mrs  J.  Jaques  (78  volumes);  Mr  N.  C.  Kirby  (106  volumes);  Miss  A.  Newby 
(178  volumes);  Mrs  J.  Reid  (162  volumes);  Mrs  R.  Schnabl  (80  volumes);  Mrs  R.  F.  Wiles 
(64  volumes);  and  Mrs  I.  Williams  (115  volumes)  — total  number  of  volumes  transcribed 
given  in  brackets. 

The  cost  of  the  Perkins  brailler  used  by  transcribers  has  now  gone  up  to  R220.00  com- 
pared to  R89.00  when  we  first  ordered  them  in  1970.  We  have  had  a few  problems  with 
new  machines  recently,  but  hope  this  difficulty  has  now  been  overcome.  Servicing  and  re- 
pairs still  cause  the  most  headaches,  as  this  is  a delicate  task  requiring  specialised  know- 
ledge. 

Continuing  our  policy  of  concentrating  on  books  with  a Southern  African  flavour,  trans- 
cribers have  recently  started  on  several  interesting  biographies,  including  Karoo  morning 
by  Guy  Butler;  The  reluctant  President  by  Clifford  Dupont,  ex-president  of  Rhodesia; 
and  Born  to  act,  the  story  of  the  actress  Freda  Godfrey  as  told  by  Margot  Bryant.  We  are 
also  trying  to  complete  the  “Great  House”  series  by  Kate  Thompson. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  publishers  and  authors  who  have  freely  granted  copyright  permission 
for  braiding  their  books,  thus  making  this  service  possible.  Many  publishers,  whose  names 
will  be  found  under  “Gifts  in  kind”,  have  kindly  donated  complimentary  copies  of  books 
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for  brailling.  The  Grahamstown  Public  and  Regional  Libraries  have  also  been  of  great 
assistance  by  arranging  long  loans  for  several  books  required  for  transcription. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  Miss  A.  Newby  for  transcribing  the  English  braille  version  of 
this  Report,  and  for  regularly  brailling  agendas  and  minutes  of  Council  meetings  for  a 
Council  member.

INLEIDING 


Gesigsgestreinde  burgers  is  net  so  geregtig  op  biblioteekdienste  ashullemedeburgers.  In  1919 
bet  Mej.  Josie  Wood  te  Grahamstad  ’n  diens  vanuit  haar  eie  huis  begin  met  100  braille 
boekdele  en  tussen  20  en  30  lesers.  Op  hierdie  fondament  van  toegewyde  diens  aan  blin- 
des  vir  meer  as  40  jaar,  bet  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  ontwikkel  tot  ’n  in- 
stelling  wat  erken  is  as  een  van  Suid-Afrika  se  drie  Nasionale  Biblioteke,  Mnr.  P.  J.  A.  de 
Villiers,  die  vorige  direkteur,  was  ’n  waardige  opvolger  van  baar  en  onder  sy  bedeling  bet 
die  Biblioteek  internasionale  erkenning  as  instelling  vir  blindes  verkry. 

0ns  gratis  diens  bereik  lesers  van  alle  bevolkingsgroepe  dwarsdeur  die  Republiek  en  buur- 
state  per  pos  of  deur  bemiddeling  van  plaaslike  openbare  biblioteke.  Dit  is  die  nasionale 
bibliografiese  en  tussenbiblioteekleningsentrum  van  leesstof  vir  gesigsgestremdes  en  daar 
word  ook  met  oorsese  organisasies  vir  blindes  geskakel  om  lesers  te  help  wat  essensiele 
studiemateriaal  benodig. 

Titels  van  boeke  op  die  rakke  vergelyk  goed  met  enige  openbare  biblioteek  se  versameUng, 
maar  die  boeke  self  is  6f  geembosseerd  vir  vingerlees  6f  op  band  ingeklank  vir  luister-lees. 
Hierdie  gespesialiseerde  media  bring  mee  dat  die  Biblioteek  se  uitgawes  aansienbk  boer 
is  as  die  van  soortgelyke  biblioteke  vir  siendes. 

Die  Departement  van  Nasionale  Opvoeding  voorsien  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  BibUoteek  vir 
Blindes  van  ’n  toelaag  om  die  basiese  administratiewe  onkoste  te  dek,  maar  die  Biblioteek 
steun  steeds  op  die  milde  bydraes  van  vriende,  op  bemakings  en  skenings  van  plaaslike 
owerbede  en  instansies  en  op  die  welwillendbeid  van  vrywilbge  diensorganisasies  om  ’n 
konstante  uitbouing  van  die  boeke-voorraad  en  dienste  te  bandbaaf. 

Die  doel  van  bierdie  biblioteek  is  om  ’n  doeltreffende  professionele  biblioteekdiens  aan 
gesigsgestremdes  te  verskaf.

I’ieter  de  Viiliers 
was  direkteur  van  die 
Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblio- 
teek  vir  Blindes  vanaf 
Maart  1974  tot  en  met 
sy  dood  op  1 5 Oktober 
1980. 

Gedurende  hierdie  tyd- 
perk  bet  by  ’n  beson- 
dere  bydrae  gelewer  tot 
die  voorsiening  van  lite- 
ratuuraangesigsgestrem- 
des  binne  Suid-Afrika 
sowel  as  in  die  buite- 
land.  Terwyl  ons  treur 
oor  sy  heengaan,  bring 
ons  ook  hiermee  dank 
aan  bom  vir  wat  by  op 
bierdie  gebied  gedoen 
bet. 

Sy  ryke  ervaring  as  on- 
derwyser  en  in  besonder 
as  skoolboof  van  Brits- 
town  Hoerskool,  bet 
bandig  te  pas  gekom  in 
die  Biblioteek  omdat 
by  rou  in  bierdie  nuwe 
beroep,  na  voltooiing 
van  die  Hoer  Diploma  in  Biblioteekkunde  te  Rhodes  Universiteit,  ingestap  bet.  Hy  bet 
gou  baie  vriende  onder  die  blindegemeenskap  gemaak.  Mnr.  De  Viiliers  bet  terselfdertyd 
geglo  dat  ’n  gesigsbeperking  niks  te  doen  bet  met  die  gehalte  diens  wat  gelewer  behoort  te 
word  nie  en  bet  daarom  die  nuutste  tegnologiese  verwikkelings  ge-implementeer  om 
steeds  beter  diens  te  lewer.  As  lid  van  die  Vaughan-kommissie  van  ondersoek  ten  opsigte 
van  die  voorsiening  van  literatuur  vir  blindes,  bet  hy  gehelp  om  samewerking  tussen  ver- 
skeie  diensorganisasies  te  bewerkstellig.  Hy  was  ook  ’n  lid  van  die  Uitvoerende  Komitee 
en  die  Komitee  vir  Literatuur,  Opvoedkunde  en  Navorsing  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Na- 
sionale  Raad  vir  Blindes. 

Ten  tye  van  sy  dood  was  hy  aktief  betrokke  met  onderhandelings  om  braille  vrygestel  te 
kry  van  kopiereg.  Onder  sy  toesig  is  die  gesamentlike  katalogus  vir  braille-en  moon- 
leesstof  in  Suid-Afrika  op  datum  gebring,  wat  veral  bandig  is  by  die  opspoor  van  boeke 
vir  studiedoeleindes.  Dit  wat  plaaslik  nie  opspoorbaar  is  nie,  kan  oorsee  bekom  word  deur 
die  biblioteekpersoneel. 

Mnr.  De  ViUiers  bet  die  Biblioteek  se  bande  met  oorsese  organisasies  versterk  deur  sy  lid- 
maatskap  van  die  Ronde  Tafel  van  Biblioteke  vir  Blindes  van  die  Internasionale  Federasie 
van  Biblioteekverenigings  en  Institute  wat  bom  in  staat  gestel  bet  om  besoeke  te  bring  aan 
Brussel,  Kopenhagen  en  Boston.  Deur  hierdie  komitee  bet  hy  ’n  groot  bydrae  gemaak  tot 
verbeterde  bibliografiese  samewerking  en  standaardisasie.  Hy  was  ook  ’n  waardevolle  ska- 
kel  met  die  komitee  van  kulturele  sake  van  die  Wereldraad  vir  die  welsyn  van  die  blinde. 
Mnr.  De  Viiliers  was  ’n  wydbelese  persoon  en  gevolglik  ’n  baie  aangename  metgesel.  Hy 
bet  besondere  leierseienskappe  getoon  en  was  ’n  vriend  in  nood  wat  die  geluk  en  tevreden- 
heid  van  sy  werknemers  vooropgestel  bet.

ALGEMEEN 

Die  jaar  1980/1981  was  ’n  droewige  jaar  weens  die  afsterwe  van  die  alombeminde  direk- 
teur,  Mnr.  P.  J.  A.  de  Villiers  op  15  Oktober  1980.  Saam  hiermee  moes  ons  ook  een  van 
ons  beskermhere,  sy  edele  Regter  Addleson  wat  ’n  besondere  belangstelling  in  die  Biblio- 
teek  getoon  het,  aan  die  dood  afstaan. 

Die  gasspreker  by  ons  Jaarvergadering  was  Prof.  T.  Pauw,  ’n  lid  van  die  Biblioteek  se  Raad 
en  voorsitter  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes,  aan  wie  die  Staatspresi- 
dent  se  toekenning  vir  diens  onlangs  toegeken  is.  Sy  interessante  rede  oor  “Boeke  vir  die 
Blinde”  het  klem  gele  op  die  feit  dat  om  te  kan  leef  en  daarom  lees  volgens  jou  persoonhke 
voorkeure  binne  die  perke  van  die  wet,  nie  net  ’n  voorreg  is  nie  maar  ’n  reg  waarop  blinde 
persone  aanspraak  kan  maak.  Daarom  moet  sover  moontlik  gesorg  word  dat  in  huUe  lees- 
behoeftes  voorsien  word. 

Na  heelwat  oponthoude  het  die  herstelwerk  en  veranderings  aan  die  aangrensende  Ro- 
dgersongebou  begin  en  behoort  die  gebou  voor  die  einde  van  die  jaar  voltooi  te  wees. 
Hierdie  addisionele  ruimte  is  iets  waarna  lank  reeds  uitgesien  is. 

Mnr.  De  Villiers  het  die  Helen  Keller-eeufeeskongres  te  Boston  in  Junie  bygewoon  as  ver- 
teenwoordiger  van  die  Biblioteek  en  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes.  Hy 
was  besonder  be-indruk  deur  die  hoofspreker  by  die  opening,  Mnr.  Eric  Boulter,  Direk- 
teur-Generaal  van  die  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind.  Mnr.  Boulter  het  Helen 
Keller  beskryf  as  ’n  persoon  met  ’n  uitstekende  intellek  en  sterk  karakter  wat  ’n  goeie 
voorbeeld  vir  gestremdes  gestel  het.  Die  verskillende  uitstaUings  het  gewissel  van  opvoed- 
kundige  speelgoed  en  speletjies  tot  gesofistikeerde  elektroniese  lees-  en  loopbaanhulp- 
middels. 

Die  Elinfa  (Frans),  Versabraille(Amerikaans),  Braillex  (Duits)  en  Rose  Braille  Display 
(Amerikaans)  braille-vanaf-bandlesers  behoort  bale  handige  hulpmiddels  te  wees.  Laas- 
genoemde  vertoon  ’n  voile  bladsy  braille  op  ’n  keer.  Die  Kurzweil  druk-na-spraakmasjien 
word  steeds  verbeter  en  toetse  word  in  verskeie  lande  gedoen,  ook  in  Suid-Afrika.  Die  hoe 
koste  verbonde  aan  hierdie  masjien  plaas  dit  egter  buite  die  bereik  van  die  meeste  bhnde 
lesers  en  ons  hoop  net  dat  verhoogde  produksie  die  koste  sal  verminder. 

Gedurende  die  kongres  het  Mnr.  De  Villiers  die  vergaderings  van  die  Internasionale  Fede- 
rasie  van  Biblioteekverenigings  en  Institute  se  Ronde  Tafel  van  Biblioteke  vir  Blindes  by- 
gewoon. Sake  wat  bespreek  is,  was  onder  andere  kopiereg,  die  publikasie  van  ’n  gids  om 
die  verspreiders  en  produseerders  van  lektuur  vir  bhndes  oor  die  wereld  saam  te  vat, 
gerekenariseerde  boeksirkulasise,  posregulasies  en  die  uitruU  van  bibliografiese  inhgting. 
By  sommige  van  die  sittings  was  Me.  D.  Nowill,  President  van  die  Wereldraad  vir  die  Wel- 
syn  van  die  Blinde  (self  ook  ’n  gebruiker  van  braille  en  bahd)  teenwoordig  en  daar  is  oor- 
eengestem  dat  dit  essensieel  is  dat  die  twee  organisasies  moet  saamwerk. 

Erkenning  van  die  werk  van  die  Biblioteek  is  verleen  deur  die  Grahamstadse  tak  van  Rotary 
International  by  wyse  van  ’n  toekenning  aan  MeJ.  A.  Newby  (vrywillige  transkribeerder) 
en  Mej.  E.  M.  Spurling  (diens  gelewer  aan  die  Biblioteek).  Deelname  in  die  werksaamhede 
van  die  Biblioteek  deur  Rotary  International  dateer  terugtot  die  daevan  Mej.  Josie  Wood. 
Daarom  ’n  woord  van  spesiale  dank  aan  die  Rotariers  vir  hulle  belangstelling. 

Mnr.  Donald  Schauder,  ’n  vorige  direkteur  vanaf  1967  - 1973  en  tans  woonagtig  in  Aus- 
tralie,  het  die  Biblioteek  in  Januarie  besoek  en  waardevolle  inligting  ten  opsigte  van  die 
voorsiening  van  literatuur  aan  Blindes  in  daardie  land,  oorgedra. 
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Die  kommunikasieprogram  van  die  Biblioteek  sluit  heelwat  enkelinge  sowel  as  organisa- 
sies  in  en  ons  wil  almal  opreg  bedank  vir  hulle  samewerking  en  diens.  Sender  die  effek- 
tiewe  diens  wat  die  Departement  van  Pos-en  Telegraafwese  se  personeel  oor  die  land 
lewer  sal  bale  lesers  nie  gereeld  hulle  boeke  ontvang  nie.  Die  liulp  en  raad  van  die  Depar- 
tement van  Nasionale  Opvoeding  word  hoog  op  prys  gestel.  Die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Nasionale 
Raad  vir  Blindes,  Openbare  Biblioteke,  “St.  Dunstan’s”,  die  “Lighthouse  Club”  in  Kaap- 
stad,  Mnr.  en  Mev.  C.  Porter  van  Pietermaritzburg  en  verskeie  ander  organisasies  het  le- 
sers na  ons  verwys  en  ook  op  ander  maniere  gehelp.  Die  bibliotekarisse  van  Rhodes  Uni- 
versiteitsbiblioteek  en  die  Grahamstadse  Openbare  Biblioteek  asook  die  Streeksbiblioteek 
word  bedank  vir  hulle  samewerking.  Ons  erken  ook  met  dank,  die  hulp  wat  ons  van  die 
volgende  ontvang  het:  die  Standard  Bank,  Barclay’s  Bank,  Grocott  en  Sherry,  die  Skool 
vir  Blindes  te  Worcester,  Brailledienste,  Bandhulpdienste  vir  Blindes,  British  Talking  Book 
Services,  die  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  die  National  Library  Service  for  the 
Blind  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  Milwaukee  Public  Library,  Nederlandsche  Blinden- 
bibliotheek,  Blindenbibliotheek  le  Sage  ten  Broek  en  die  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind. 
Ons  verwelkom  ook  Mnr.  N.  J.  Snyman  as  Direkteur.  Sy  ondervinding  in  die  Universi- 
teitsbiblioteek  van  die  Oranje-Vrystaat  asook  die  Albertonse  Openbare  Biblioteek,  be- 
hoort  handig  te  pas  te  kom  in  sy  nuwe  werk.  ’n  Baie  interessante,  maar  ook  moeilike  sta- 
dium le  voor  en  ons  verwys  hier  na  gebou-uitbreidings,  nuwe  ontwikkelings  om  lesers  te 
help,  asook  nuwe  moontlikhede  ten  opsigte  van  internasionale  samewerking.  Mag  sy  dien- 
ste  vir  baie  jare  tot  voordeel  van  die  Biblioteek  gebruik  word. 

PERSONEELNUUS 

Na  soveel  jare  van  toegewyde  diens  het  Mej.  Mary  Spurling  besluit  om  die  tuig  op  31  Mei 
1980  neer  te  le.  Sy  is  egter  nie  ’n  baie  lang  ruskans  gegun  nie  voordat  sy  weer  moes  terug- 
keer  om  te  help  na  die  skielike  afsterwe  van  Mnr.

30  November  beeindig  om  haar  man  na  Australia  te  vergesel  en  sy  is  opgevolg  deur 
Mev.  L.  Schafer. 

Mnr.  Q.  Otto  het  by  die  personeel  van  die  Nasionale  Engelse  Letterkundige  Museum  aan- 
gesluit  en  is  opgevolg  deur  Mev.  C.  van  Wijk  wat  van  Stellenbosch  Universiteitsbiblioteek 
by  ons  aangesluit  het. 

Nog  ’n  staatmaker,  Mej.  B.  Levick  het  na  43  jaar  getroue  diens  die  tuig  neergele,  dog  help 
nog  steeds  om  die  braille  possakke  vir  die  braille-afdeling  te  herstel.  Mev.  M.  Riddin  het 
haar  opgevolg. 

Nadat  Mev.  F.  Tremaine  weg  is,  het  Mev.  A.  Waugh  oorgeneem  as  ontvangsdame  en 
Mev.  M.  Hoare  het  in  die  bandafdeling  begin  nadat  Mev.  C.  van  der  Merwe  weg  is. 

BANDAFDELING 

Die  aanvraag  na  ons  kasette  is  steeds  hoog  en  die  bandafdeling  was  gevolglik  besonder 
besig  gedurende  die  jaar. 

Moderne  mediese  dienste  het  tot  gevolg  dat  die  persentasie  ouer  lesers  meer  word.  Nog- 
tans  is  daar  sekere  faktore  wat  gepaard  gaan  met  die  aanstap  van  die  jare  en  vind  ons  ’n 
groter  aanvraag  na  spesiale  formaat  leesstof. 

Een  van  ons  lesers  het  sy  lOOste  verjaardag  gedurende  die  jaar  gevier  en  saam  met  verskeie 
negentigjariges  maak  hy  nog  steeds  van  ons  dienste  gebruik. 

Verskeie  openbare  biblioteke  werk  baie  goed  saam  en  ons  waardeer  hulle  hulp.  Omdat  die 
openbare  biblioteke  nouer  kontak  het  met  lesers  wat  oor  die  hele  land  versprei  is,  raak 
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hulle  gevolglik  gouer  bewus  daarvan  dat  lesers  ons  dienste  nodig  bet  en  stel  ons  in  kennis. 
Soms  word  bandspelers  en  kasette  direk  aan  bibliotekarisse  gestuur  wat  dit  op  hul  beurt 
na  die  lesers  neeni  cn  sommer  die  werking  daarvan  verduidelik;  hierna  neem  die  Biblioteek 
oor.  Hierdie  persoonlike  kontak  met  lesers  maak  egter  ’n  hemelsbree  verskil. 

Dit  is  vir  ons  ook  ’n  besondere  eer  om  nasionale  dienspligtiges  te  kan  help  wat  aan  ons 
grense  gewond  is  en  mediese  hulp  in  die  Militere  Hospitaal  ontvang.  Gedurende  die  jaar 
het  die  Biblioteek  elf  dienspligtiges  gehelp  en  is  daar  gevolglik  drie  nuwe  lede  in  ons  band- 
afdeling. 

Die  Biblioteek  beskik  nou  ook  oor  ’n  aantal  2048U  leesmasjiene  waarvan  die  spoed  ver- 
stelbaar  is.  Hierdie  leesmasjiene  kan  deur  lesers  in  afgelee  gebiede  gebruik  word  omdat  dit 
ook  met  behulp  van  ’n  battery  kan  speel.  Ongelukkig  is  hulle  duur  en  kos  ongeveer 
R200,00  met  of  R1  57,00  sonder  batterye. 

Huidige  ekonomiese  beperkings  het  ook  meegebring  dat  heelwatmeer  lesers  van  ons  bruik- 
leen  fasiliteite  gebruik  wil  maak.  Die  Biblioteek  is  derhalwe  dank  verskuldig  aan  verskeie 
persone  en  in  besonder  aan  die  Victoria  League,  Rondebosch  en  die  Lady  Jackman-trust 
vir  die  leesmasjiene  deur  hulle  geskenk.  Ons  wil  ook  die  vriende  bedank  wat  leesmasjiene 
ter  nagedagtenis  van  familielede  geskenk  het.

Die  Biblioteek  is  besonder  bevoorreg  om  gebruik  te  kan  maak  van 

’n  paar  van  ons  vriende 

wat  bereid  is  om  lesers  in  ander  dele  van  ons  land  te  help  met  probleme  ten  opsigte  van 
huUe  leesmasjiene. 

Hier  wil  ons  veral  erkenning  verleen  aan  die  volgende  vrywillige  helpers; 

Mnr.  G.  Levey,  Pretoria,  Mnr.  T.  Cass,  Oos-Londen,  Mnr.  C.  Oosterberg,  Kaapstad, 
Mnr  C.  Porter  en  Mnre.  Cornell  Radio,  beide  van  Pietermaritzburg. 

Ongelukkig  beland  die  leesmasjiene  soms  in  die  hande  van  mense  wat  nie  vertroud  is  met 
die  meganiese  werking  daarvan  nie.  Dikwels  word  meer  skade  berokken  as  wat  die  lees- 
masjiene herstel  word  en  moet  die  Biblioteek  se  tegnikus  die  masjiene  tog  nog  regmaak. 

Hierdie  afdeling  moet,  bo  en  behalwe  die  herstel  van  leesmasjiene,  ook  al  die  dupliserings- 
apparaat  van  die  Biblioteek  in  stand  hou.  Wat  aanvanklik  ’n  deeltydse  werk  was,  het  nou 
’n  voltydse  beroep  geword. 

Mnr.  Ron  Levey,  ons  tegnikus,  is  verantwoordeUk  vir  hierdie  afdeling  sedert  die  beginsta- 
dium  in  1961 . 


BRAILLE-  EN  MOONAFDELING 

’n  Ondersoek  na  die  Moon  boekevoorraad  het  aan  die  lig  gebring  dat  daar  heelwat  oortol- 
lige  boeke  was,  veral  duplikaat  en  triplikaat  kopiee.  Na  sorgsame  oorweging  is  besluit  om 
hierdie  boeke  met  nuwes  te  vervang.  Twee  faktore  wat  meegehelp  het  tot  hierdie  besluit, 
was  die  verminderde  getal  Moon  lesers  en  die  ernstige  tekort  aan  bergingsruimte.  Daar  is 
terselfdertyd  besluit  om  die  verouderde  boeke  uit  te  dun  in  voorbereiding  van  die  nuwe 
katalogus  van  graad  1 en  2 Moon  boeke.  Moon  boeke  is  gratis  verkrygbaar  van  die  Moon 
Instituut  van  die  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  Engeland.  Dit  sou  dus  geen 
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probleem  wees  om  die  ou  voorraad  te  vervang  nie.  Meelwat  Moon  boeke  waarvoor  die  Bib- 
lioteek  nie  langer  nut  geliad  bet  nie,  is  na  die  Dorothy  Duncan  Sentrum  in  Zimbabwe  ge- 
stuur  waar  heelwat  Moon  lesers  is. 

Die  verkryging  van  Afrikaanse  boeke  in  braille  bly  steeds  ’n  probleem  aangesien  die  aan- 
vraag  van  gereelde  lesers  na  boeke  groter  bly  as  die  aanbod.  Met  die  drastiese  verhoging 
in  die  prys  van  plaaslik  geproduseerde  braille  boeke  (van  R15  tot  R245),  sal  ons  in  die 
toekoms  baie  oordeelkundig  te  werk  moet  gaan  voordat  ons  dieselfde  hoeveelheid  boeke 
sal  kan  bestel  as  in  die  verlede. 

Tydens  die  afgelope  jaar  is  die  Bantoetale-afdeling  goed  aangevul  met  boeke  in  Xhosa, 
Noord-Sotho,  Suid-Sotho,  Zodoe  en  Tswana.  Die  getal  volwasse  lesers  neem  steeds  toe 
en  ook  die  getal  blinde  persone  wat  aan  ons  skryf,  veral  uit  Zimbabwe.  Die  getal  leer- 
linge  by  skole  wat  boeke  van  ons  ontvang,  bet  egter  gedaal. 

Ons  kon  heelwat  Engelse  titels  by  ons  bestaande  voorraad  voeg  deurdat  ons  dit  van  Enge- 
land  en  plaaslik  kon  aankoop  en  ook  deur  die  harde  werk  van  ons  vrywillige  transkribeer- 
ders.  Ons  is  baie  dankbaar  vir  die  ontvangs  van  ’n  groot  getal  boeke  as  geskenke  van  in- 
stansies  soos  die  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind  in  Boston,  en  ook  van  ’n  aantal  indiwidue. 
Mev.  U.  Bruce  het  voorgestel  dat  ons  met  ’n  spesiale  versameling  begin  ter  nagedagtenis 
van  Mnr.  P.  J.  A.  de  Villiers  en  dat  dit  die  “Pieter  de  Villiers-versamehng”  genoem  word. 
Om  hierdie  versameling  te  begin,  het  Mev.  Bruce  ’n  paar  dramas  deur  Shakespeare  aan  die 
Biblioteek  geskenk.

BIBLIOGRAFIESE  AFDELING 

’n  Nuwe  katalogus  van  braille  boeke  in  Afrikaans  tot  en  met  Junie  1980  is  gedruk.  As  ge- 
volg  van  onvoorsiene  vertragings  en  die  Kersfeesdrukte,  was  die  katalogus  eers  aan  die  be- 
gin van  Eebruarie  beskikbaar.  Die  reaksie  van  die  lesers  op  die  katalogus  was  gunstig  en 
die  braille  kopiee  van  die  katalogus  is  ook  in  groot  aanvraag.  Merk  IV-aanwinslyste  vir 
Engelse  boeke  tot  en  met  Desember  1980  en  vir  Afrikaanse  boeke  tot  en  met  Eebruarie 
1981  is  gedruk.  Daarbenewens  is  ’n  aanwinslys  vir  braille  boeke  in  Engels  tot  en  met  Ok- 
tober  1980  ook  gedruk.  ’n  Afsonderlike  katalogus  vir  studentebande  is  vir  die  eerste  keer 
gedruk.  Dit  is  in  die  verlede  by  die  Merk  IV-katalogusse  ingesluit. 

As  gevolg  van  die  toenemende  aanvraag  van  studente  vir  bande  van  oorsee,  is  daar  besluit 
om  nog  6 Telex-4-baanspelers  by  die  bestaande  voorraad  van  3 te  voeg.  Die  aanskaffing 
van  hierdie  bandspelers  blyk  baie  suksesvol  te  wees,  omdat  dit  ’n  tweeledige  doel  dien:  dit 
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word  nie  net  deur  studente  vir  studiemateriaal  gebruik  nie  maar  sommige  lesers  kan  ook 
non  na  die  Journal  of  Visual  Impairment  op  band  luister  wat  voorheen  in  braille  verskyn 
het,  maar  nou  op  bande  van  die  nuwe  15/16  duim  per  sekonde,  4-baan  C90-formaat  be- 
skikbaar  is.  ’n  Groot  aantal  studente  verlang  studiemateriaal  of  in  braille  6f  op  band,  en 
as  ons  dit  nie  vanuit  ons  eie  voorraadkan  verskaf  nie, probeer  onsdit  elders  in  Suid-Afrika 
of  oorsee  opspoor.  Boeke  van  oorsee  kan  geleen  word  van  Engeland,  Amerika  en  Neder- 
land. 


BRAILLE  TRANSKRIPSIE 

Twee  kandidate  het  die  Transkripsie  Eksamen  van  die  S.  A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes  ge- 
slaag,  en  transkribeer  tans  hul  eerste  boeke:  Mev  Cindy  Allen  en  Mev.  Anita  Hugo.  Mev. 
Jean  Rossouw  het  die  Proeflesersertifikaat  van  die  S.  A.  N.  R.  B.  verwerf  na  haar  oplei- 
ding  deur  Mev.  Ursula  Bruce.  Hartlike  gelukwense  aan  hierdie  drie  transkribeerders. 

Gedurende  die  jaar  is  Mev.  B.  Banning,  Mev.  E.  A.  Graham  en  Mej.  M.  C.  McCullough  on- 
gelukkig  genoodsaak  om  transkripsie  te  laat  vaar.  Mev.  Judy  Barritt  het  vanaf  Salisbury  na 
Durban  verhuis  en  sal  spoedig  weer  met  transkripsie  kan  begin.  Mev.  A.  Horwitz  het  na 
Israel  geemigreer  en  het  transkripsie  laat  vaar. 

In  Februarie  vanjaar  het  die  Raad  van  die  Biblioteek  1 1 vrywillige  transkribeerders  aan- 
geprys  vir  die  werk  wat  hulgedoen  het  sederthul  met  transkripsie  begin  het:  Mev.  L.  Ash- 
ton (114  volumes);  Mev.  J.  Barritt  (117  volumes);  Mev.  N.  Brien  (59  volumes); 
Mev.  R.  Gee  (96  wlumes);  Mev.  J.  Jaques  (78  volumes);  Mnr.  N.  C.  Kirby  (106  volumes); 
Mej.  A.  Newby  (178  volumes);  Mev.  J.  Reid  (1 62  volumes);  Mev.  R.  Schnabl  (80  volumes); 
Mev.  R.  F.  Wiles  (64  volumes);  en  Mev.  I.  Williams  (115  volumes)  - totale  getal  volumes 
getranskribeer  in  hakkies.  Die  Raad  spreek  sy  waardering  uit  vir  die  waardevolle  werk  ge- 
doen  deur  al  die  transkribeerders. 

Die  prys  van  die  Perkins  braillemasjien  gebruik  vir  transkripsie  het  nou  gestyg  na  R220,00 
teenoor  die  R89,00  toe  ons  dit  in  1970  die  eerste  keer  aangekoop  het.  Onlangs  was  daar 
’n  paar  probleme  met  nuwe  masjiene,  maar  ons  vertrou  dat  hierdie  haakplekke  nou  oor- 
kom  is.  Aangesien  diens-  en  herstelwerk  ’n  delikate  taak  is  wat  gespesialiseerde  kennis  ver- 
eis,  veroorsaak  dit  egter  die  meeste  probleme. 

Ons  gaan  steeds  voort  om  voorkeur  te  gee  aan  boeke  met  Suid-Afrikaanse  agtergronde. 
Ons  transkribeerders  het  dus  onlangs  begin  met  ’n  paar  interessante  biografiee,  insluitende 
Karoo  morning  deur  Guy  Butler;  The  reluctant  President  deur  Clifford  Dupont,  voor- 
malige  President  van  Rhodesie;  en  Born  to  act,  die  lewensverhaal  van  die  aktrise  Freda 
Godfrey,  deur  Margot  Bryant.  Ons  probeer  ook  om  die  “Great  House”-reeks  deur  Kate 
Thompson,  te  voltooi. 

Ons  wil  graag  die  uitgewers  en  outeurs  wat  so  geredelik  kopiereg-verlof  vir  transkripsie 
toestaan,  bedank.  Verskeie  uitgewers,  genoem  onder  “Geskenke”,  het  gratis  kopiee  van 
hul  boeke  vir  transkripsie-doeleindes  geskenk.  Die  Grahamstadse  Openbare  en  Streeks- 
biblioteke  het  ook  baie  gehelp  deurdat  hul  verlengde  lenings  van  boeke  vir  transkripsie 
toegestaan  het. 

Ten  slotte  wil  ons  Mej.  Newby  bedank  vir  die  braillering  van  die  Engelse  braUlekopie  van 
hierdie  verslag,  asook  die  agendas  en  notules  van  Raadsvergaderings  vir  een  van  ons  Raads- 
lede.
